Keeping  the  bloom

Summer 


Mrs.  Henry  Macy  of  Cold  Spring 
Harbor  has  one  of  the  most  fas- 
cinating attics  in  all  Sound  country. 
Her  attic  is  home  to  her  hobby,  which 
she  has  converted  into  a  career.  Every 
year  Mrs.  Macy  grows,  then  dries  8,000 
flowers. 

Most  of  her  flowers  are  annuals, 
grown  in  rows  in  what  is  called  an 
English  cutting  garden.  As  the  flowers 
come  into  bloom,  in  late  spring  through 
the  summer  and  into  fall,  they  are 
picked  at  the  height  of  beauty,  then 
taken   up  to  the  attic  to  dry. 

By  summer's  end,  the  entire  garden 
is  jammed  into  Mrs.  Macy's  attic,  hang- 
ing in  small  bunches  from  the  rafters 
or  packed  gently  into  flat  boxes,  with 
the  blossoms  nestled  in  Silica-Gel.  The 
final  step,  the  most  creative  and  re- 
warding to  Mrs.  Macy,  is  working 
thousands  of  delicate  dried  blooms 
into  arrangements.  The  finished  ar- 
rangements look  almost  garden  fresh, 
and  remain  thus  for  nearly  a  year. 

To  Mrs.  Macy,  drying  her  garden  in 
full  bloom  means  extending  the  sum- 
mer's beauty,  and  saving  it  from  the 
compost  heap,  perpetuating  or  at  least 
extending  its  life  and — best  of  all — 
bringing  summer  indoors  for  the  winter. 

The  art  of  drying  flowers  isn't  new. 
The  ancient  Egyptians  started  it  all 
using  sand  as  their  drying  agent.  Later 
on,  in  18th  century  England,  there  was 
a  revival  of  interest  which  extended 
into  our  colonial  times,  and  more  re- 
cently with  the  restoration  of  Williams- 
burg, Virginia.  The  colonial  method  was 
simply  hanging  the  flowers  in  a  hot 
place  or  pressing  them.  While  the  effect 
was  not  without  charm,  the  blooms 
soon  faded  into  soft  shades  of  brown. 

But  the  new  methods — as  practiced 
by  Mrs.  Macy — preserve  both  color  and 
shape.  The  technique  has  become  pos- 
sible within  the  last  10  years  through 
use  of  Silica-Gel,  a  chemical  com- 
pound which  is  a  powerful  dessicant  or 
drying  agent.  Developed  in  the  '30s, 
the  compound  was  used  extensively 
during  World  War  II  and  still  is,  in 
packing    weapons,    photographic    and

medical  equipment.  In  the  early  '60s 
some  flower  enthusiasts,  seeking  to 
find  a  way  to  maintain  color  in  dried 
flowers,  experimented  with  Silica-Gel. 
Their  results  were  later  publicized  in  a 
national  woman's  magazine  and  a  gar- 
dener's fad  was  launched.  Silica-Gel 
can  now  be  purchased  in  most  garden 
supply  stores  under  the  trade  name, 
Flower-Dri. 

Flowers  can  be  dried  for  pleasure 
even  by  amateurs  without  either  a  cut- 
ting garden  or  an  attic.  Mrs.  Macy  sug- 
gests reading  the  available  how-to  liter- 
ature before  trying.  Many  book  stores 
and  libraries  have  books  on  the  sub- 
ject. There  are  certain  techniques  that 
will  be  better  understood  by  studying 


illustrations  of  the  methods  employed 
by  experts. 

Some  flowers  dry  more  successfully 
than  others.  Mrs.  Macy  prefers  to  work 
with  dahlias,  because  of  the  range  of 
colors  and  sizes.  She  also  dries  del- 
phiniums, roses,  snapdragons,  mari- 
golds, larkspur,  and  black-eyed  susans. 
She  suggests  zinnias  as  a  first  project 
for  the  beginner;  they  are  hardy,  bounti- 
ful bloomers,  and  their  colors  hold  true. 
She  has  not  had  much  luck  with  succu- 
lents like  petunias,  tulips,  asters,  or 
chrysanthemums.  Each  year  she  grows 
new  flowers  she  hopes  may  dry  suc- 
cessfully. Certain  flowers,  such  as  ever- 
lastings, yarrow,  and  baby's  breath, 
can  be  hung  in  bunches  in  a  dark  dry 
place.  Leaves  used  in  dried  floral  ar- 
rangements are  borrowed  from  some 
other  plant.  The  flower's  own  leaves 
cannot  be  used  because  they  will  not 
dry  successfully  in  the  conditions 
needed  by  the  blooms.  Other  leaves 
such  as  beech  and  laurel  are  dried 
separately  with  still  another  technique 
and  drying  agent. 

The  key  to  drying  flowers  with  suc- 
cess, according  to  Mrs.  Macy,  is  dry- 
ness. If  there  isn't  an  attic  available,  a 
very  dark,  hot  closet  can  be  used,  but 
most  garages  or  basements  will  not 
serve  because  they  are  too  humid.

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ALUMNAE  ADMISSIONS  PROGRAM:  OFF  TO  A  STRONG  START 


On  September  12,  1972,  22  Lasell  Alumnae, 
representing  eight  states,  returned  to  the  campus 
to  help  kick  off  the  new  Alumnae-Admissions 
program.  This  program,  geared  to  train  alumnae 
to  act  effectively  as  Lasell  representatives  in  their 
local  high  schools,  was  a  three  day  conference 
that  involved  the  alumnae,  admissions  personnel, 
department  and  administrative  heads  and  current 
students. 

The  alumnae,  housed  at  the  Holiday  Inn,  near 
the  College  campus,  proceeded  on  a  whirlwind 
session  starting  with  dinner  in  the  College 
diningroom  during  which  Dr.  Kenneth  Greene 
welcomed  them  and  wished  them  well  on  this  new 
venture.  Dinner  was  followed  by  an  evening 
meeting  with  Dee  Pifer,  Dean  of  Students,  and 
Barbara  Chase,  Director  of  Financial  Aid. 

Wednesday's  morning  session  was  devoted 


entirely  to  the  Admissions  program  at  Lasell. 
The  Alumnae  Representatives  were  taken  step  by 
step  through  this  new  program  by  Cynthia 
Rinklin  '69,  Assistant  Director  of  Admissions  and 
coordinator  for  the  Alumnae  Representative 
Program. 

Luncheon  was  held  in  the  Woodland  Dining 
Room — and  the  AR's  had  the  opportunity  to  meet 
and  talk  with  students  currently  enrolled  at  the 
College.  The  students  were  asked  their  views  and 
opinions  on  Lasell — why  they  came  to  Lasell — 
what  they  were  getting  out  of  their  college 
education  and  what  their  future  plans  were. 

Wednesday  afternoon  included  workshops  with 
members  of  the  faculty  and  department  heads, 
and  tours  of  the  new  Library  and  the  Nursing 
center.  Curriculum  and  new  programs  at  the 
school  were  the  main  topics  of  discussion. 

Wednesday  evening  was  a  strictly  social  event 
with  a  cocktail  party  and  buffet  dinner  given  by 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Greene  at  the  President's  home. 

Thursday  morning  included  more  seminars  with 
department  heads,  a  tour  of  the  new  dormitory, 
the  Child  Study  Center  and  the  Health  and 
Counseling  Centers.  At  Thursday's  luncheon 
meeting  the  group  was  addressed  by  James 
Pollock,  new  Academic  Dean.  Dean  Pollock 


explained  some  new  programs  already  existant  at 
Lasell  and  spoke  of  other  programs  that  he  hopes 
will  be  instituted  by  the  College  in  the  future. 

When  these  Alumnae  Representatives  have 
returned  to  their  homes  armed  with  posters, 
viewbooks,  catalogues  and  other  literature,  they 
will  make  themselves  known  to  the  guidance 
personnel  in  the  high  schools  and  secondary 
schools  in  their  areas.  Young  women  interested 
in  Lasell  will  be  referred  to  the  local  Alumnae 
Representative  by  the  schools.  The  Alumnae 
Representative  will  make  every  effort  to  talk  with 
the  prospective  student,  answer  her  questions 
about  Lasell  and  generally  take  an  interest  in  the 
young  woman's  plans  for  her  future.  The  AR  will 
file  a  report  on  all  her  contacts  with  the 
Admissions  Office  who  will  then  follow  up  on  the 
prospective  student.  Through  requests,  directly  to 
the  College,  for  catalogues  or  other  information 
about  Lasell,  the  Admissions  Office  will  also 
supply,  to  the  AR,  names  of  girls  to  be  contacted. 
In  some  areas  the  Alumnae  Representative  will  be 
called  on  to  assist  at  (or  attend  alone)  College 
Night  programs  and  she  will  be  generally  available 
to  "talk  Lasell"  with  any  interested  girls. 

Already  this  new  program  has  begun  to  spread 
out — with  Alumnae  who  were  unable  to  attend  the 
training  session  held  at  Lasell,  being  trained  in 
their  homes  by  members  of  the  Admissions  staff. 

This  program  has  been  enthusiastically  received 
by  everyone  who  has  participated  in  it  and  it  is 
hoped  that  it  will  continue  to  grow  and  that  more 
and  more  alumnae  in  more  areas  will  become 
involved.

Frances  is  learning  Japanese;  has  read  not  only 
Haiku  but  the  modern  Japanese  poets  (in  trans- 
lation); is  acquainted  with  modern  Japanese 
writers.  These  volumes  (in  English)  together  with 
books  on  Zen,  in  its  many  phases,  constitute  an 
important  part  of  the  Levenson  library. 

She  is  married  to  Milton  Levenson;  they  reside 
in  New  York  City.

Lasell  Opens  122nd  Year  With  Many  Changes 


It  looks  like  a  good  year. 

Lasell's  122nd  annual  tide  of  entering 
freshmen  swept  into  college  September  6, 
a  full  week  ahead  of  the  normal  college 
opening,  and  two  months  ahead  of  the 
date  when  new  dormitory  facilities  in 
McClelland  Hall  will  be  ready  for  them. 

As  a  result,  sections  of  Bragdon  Hall 
have  been  pressed  into  emergency 
service  for  the  interim;  the  student  body 
fills  every  available  space  in  the  other 
residence  facilities. 

The  situation  should  only  be  temporary. 
McClelland  Hall — named  for  Miss  Muriel 
McClelland  who  retired  last  year  after  43 
years  at  Lasell — should  be  ready  in 
November.  Students  will  be  moved  in  as 


quickly  as  possible,  and  very  soon  there- 
after— probably  sometime  this  winter  or 
spring — proud,  old  Bragdon  Hall  will  be 
dismantled. 

In  effect,  of  course,  Bragdon  was  the 
college  for  the  first  century  of  Lasell's 
existence,  and  its  scheduled  demolition 
will  mean  the  disappearance  of  one  of 
Newton's  established  landmarks. 

(Students  or  alumnae  interested  in  ob- 
taining Bragdon  souvenirs  before  it  is 
razed  completely,  see  page  4.) 

Statistically,  the  new  entering  class  is 
not  the  largest  in  recent  years,  but  it 
totals  a  healthy  438  students  representing 
19  states  and  five  foreign  countries.  To- 
gether with   319   returning   seniors   and 


15  special  students,  Lasell  has  a  current 
enrollment  of  757,  about  the  same  as  last 
year. 

Returning  students  found  a  great  deal 
that  was  new: 

•A  new  compressed  college  calendar 
which  begins  immediately  after  Labor 
Day,  ends  the  first  semester  before 
Christmas,  and  completes  the  second 
semester  by  mid-May.  Under  this  time- 
table, Commencement  will  be  May  19 
next  spring,  and  River  Day  moved  to  the 
fall. 

•A  new  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs: 
James  M.  Pollock  (filling  the  position 
formerly  held  by  Miss  June  Babcock);  a 
new  Registrar:  Mrs.  Athena  P.  Verros,  Jr.,

Saga,  Inc.,  which  specializes  in  college 
and  hospital  food  supply  and  which,  on 
a  multiple-institution  basis,  is  able  to 
operate  more  efficiently  than  Lasell  can 
do  in  running  its  own  food  preparation 
and  service. 

•  New  wall-to-wall  carpeting  in  all  the 
corridors  of  Woodland  Hall.

•The  offices  of  the  President,  the 
Alumnae  Association  and  the  Develop- 
ment staff  in  a  new  location — Haskell 
House,  which  has  been  completely  done 
over  for  its  new  role.  (Haskell  alumnae 
are  cordially  invited  back  to  see  what  has 
happened  to  their  old  dormitory  rooms.) 

Meanwhile  the  keepers  of  Lasell's 
records  and  master  lists  report  a  number 
of  significant  trends  evident  among  enter- 
ing students: 

Five  years  ago,  the  name  "Barbara"  led 
all  the  student  rosters  as  the  most  pop- 
ular name  on  campus.  Among  this  year's 
freshmen,  the  nine  Barbaras  have  now 
retreated  to  fifth  position,  behind  34 
Susans,  22  Deborahs  or  Debras,  12 
Patricias  and  11  Nancys. 

At  the  same  time  the  "in"  names  of  a 
generation  ago — Grace,  Ruth,  Helen, 
Dorothy,  Marjorie,  Virginia,  Laura,  Bonnie 
and  Marilyn — have  almost  disappeared. 

Nevertheless  today's  parents  are  still 
demonstrating  considerable  originality; 
among  the  new  students  are  one  each 
of  Adria,  Belina,  Brenna,  Kema,  Neva,  Pia, 
Thora  and  Verna. 

Among  parental  occupations,  26  fresh- 
men report  their  fathers  are  corporation 
presidents,  55  are  vice-presidents  or 
other  company  officers.  A  total  of  44 
own  their  own  businesses. 

Twenty  list  their  occupation  as  en- 
gineer, 19  as  doctor,  11  as  teacher,  8  as 
lawyer,  7  as  advertising  executive,  4  as 
airline  pilot.  They  also  include  the  Head 
Football  Coach  at  Yale  University,  and 
the  Chairman  of  the  English  Department 
at  Fordham  University. 

Distinct  patterns  are  apparent  as  well 
in    course   selections   made   by   current 


students.  Measured  over  a  six-year  span, 
from  the  fall  of  1966  when  the  student 
body  was  roughly  the  same  size  as 
today's,  the  comparative  figures  show 
that  the  Child  Study  Department  has 
enjoyed  the  greatest  increase:  from  130 
to  224.  In  the  same  period  Retailing  en- 
rollment has  grown  from  67  to  97,  and 
Nursing  from  74  to  95. 

Some  of  the  most  dramatic  new  trends 
are  found  in  the  Nursing  Department. 
This  curriculum  is  attracting  more  and 
more  students  above  the  typical  junior 
college  age  group:  among  current  Lasell 
student  nurses  there  are  22  over  the  age 
of  21,  Lasell's  normal  upper  limit. 

Most  of  these  older  students  are  mar- 
ried; many  have  children.  They  include 
one  Nursing  freshman  who  has  already 
graduated  from  Radcliffe,  earned  her  M.A. 
at  Columbia,  and  who  is  married  to  the 
new  Dean  of  the  School  of  Education  at 
Harvard  University. 

The  husband  of  another  freshman  is  a 
former  science  professor  at  M.I.T.

Day  Students 


In  the  recent  alumnae  questionnaire  in 
which  several  thousand  former  Lasell 
students  commented  on  the  college  and 
their  reactions  to  it,  nearly  every  reply 
from  a  day  student  said,  one  way  or 
another: 

"Of  course  I  was  only  a  day  student 
and  so  didn't  really  feel  a  part  of  the 
college." 

That  is  a  problem  Miss  Dee  Pifer,  Dean 
of  Students,  is  now  trying  to  meet  head 
on.  Day  students  were  brought  in  early, 
during  Freshman  Orientation  Week,  and 
invited  to  live  in  the  dormitories  both  to 
get  acquainted  with  the  normal  resident 
population,  and  to  get  a  feeling  of  dormi- 
tory life.  The  experiment  was  considered 
a  success,  and  will  undoubtedly  be  con- 
tinued in  future  years. 

The  program  included  several  day  stu- 
dent meetings  before  the  actual  opening 
of  college  in  which  their  special  problems 


were  frankly  identified  and  discussed, 
both  by  Dean  Pifer  and  by  Nancy  Baltz, 
a  day  student  last  year  but  now  a  resident 
who  is  acting  as  Day  Student  Chairwoman 
for  the  year. 

Much  of  the  problem,  according  to 
Dean  Pifer,  is  the  tendency  of  day  hops 
to  regard  themselves  as  second-class 
citizens. 

"You  should  remember,"  she  told  the 
group,  "that  you  have  some  things  going 
for  you  that  most  dorm  students  would 
love  to  have.  Cars,  for  one  thing.  The 
freedom  to  take  what  meals  you  want 
when  and  where  you  like  without  being 
restricted  to  the  college  dining  room,  for 
another. 

"Even  more  important,  you  know  the 
area.  Most  dormitory  students  are  strang- 
ers here.  But  you  know  the  interesting 
places  to  go,  and  you  know  where  the 
boys  are.  If  you  will  share  some  of  these 
advantages  with  our  resident  students,  I 
think  much  of  this  feeling  of  not  being  a 
part  of  the  college  will  disappear."

Dear  Fellow  Alumnae: 

I  decided  that  it  was  high  time  that 
I  caught  my  classmates  up  on  my 
whereabouts  since  1969!

In  January,  I  was  awarded  a  Re- 
search Assistantship  at  University  of 
Iowa's  Institute  of  Urban  and  Regional 
Research  (and  had  my  first  exposure 
to  living  in  the  Mid-west).  While  at  the 
University  of  Iowa,  I  was  one  of  five 
students,  chosen  internationally,  to 
present  a  paper  at  an  international 
conference  on  pollution  held  in  Tel 
Aviv,  Israel  last  June!  The  Israel  meet 
ing,  as  well  as  the  country  itself,  was 
a  thrilling  experience.  Lasell  Aumnae 
might  be  interested  to  know  that  only 
three  women  presented  papers  (out 
of  500-plus  delegates  at  the  meeting) 
so  my  paper  presentation  was  a  ma- 


jor "feat"  for  women  as  well  as  for 
graduate  students! 

When  I  returned  from  Israel,  I  be- 
gan to  work  at  Rhode  Island  state- 
wide primary  and  was  a  contributing 
author  of  the  State  of  R.I.  Land  Use 
Policies  Plan.  At  the  same  time  I  be- 
came involved  in  a  project  sponsored 
by  the  New  England  Coalition  on  En- 
vironmental Protection,  and  coordi- 
nated by  Harvard's  School  of  Public 
Health.  The  project  is  aimed  at  de- 
veloping better  uses  of  air  pollution 
monitoring  data  by  a  variety  of  agen- 
cies in  plan  formulation  and  in  deci- 
sion-making. This  project  represents 
the  first  attempt  in  the  U.S.  to  more 
fully  coordinate  air  pollution  control 
among  agencies  (transportation,  utili- 
ties, zoning,  planning  agencies,  etc.) 
whose  activity  decidedly  affect  air 
quality. 

The  most  exciting  news  to  date, 
however,  was  my  recent  acceptance, 
with  complete  fellowship,  to  Harvard 
as  a  candidate  for  a  Master  of  City 
Planning!  I  will  be  entering  a  joint 
program  in  city  planning  and  air  pol- 
lution control  between  Harvard's 
graduate  School  of  Design  and  the 
Harvard  School  of  Public  Health, 
starting  in  September  '72. 

Having  had  a  taste  of  life  in  the 
midwest,  I  am  very  excited  about  do- 
ing graduate  work  at  Harvard  and 
being  back  in  the  Boston  area.

DR.  GUY  M.  WINSLOW 

If  he  had  lived,  Dr.  Guy  M.  Winslow  would  have  been 
100  years  old  last  July  1. 

Actually  he  died  in  1957,  ten  years  after  retiring  from 
a  lifetime  of  service  to  Lasell,  first  as  Principal  of  the 
Seminary,  then  as  President  of  the  College  when  it 
changed  its  name  in  1932.  His  years  of  service  encom- 
passed almost  a  half  century — from  1898  to  1947. 

In  honor  of  that  service,  in  this  the  centennial  year  of 
his  birth,  Lasell  Trustees  voted  last  summer  to  establish 
a  Guy  M.  Winslow  Bookshelf,  in  the  newly-named  Jessie 
Shepherd  Brennan  Library,  as  a  continuing  tribute  to 
the  man  whose  hands  have  perhaps  played  a  larger 
role  than  any  others  in  shaping  the  present  Lasell. 

During  his  tenure,  enrollment  grew  from  110  to  500; 
the  number  of  buildings  from  four  to  18;  the  campus 
from  six  acres  to  40.  Even  more  significant — he  is 
remembered  with  respect  and  affection  by  50  classes  of 
Lasell  girls,  still  numbering  3,000  strong. 

A  display  of  some  of  his  personal  papers  and 
memorabilia  will  be  featured  in  the  Library  during  the 
next  few  months.  Meanwhile  anyone  wishing  to 
contribute  to  the  new  Guy  M.  Winslow  Bookshelf,  now 
or  at  any  time  in  the  future,  is  cordially  invited  to  do  so 
by  returning  the  envelope  attached.
